SCO  years,  toRrther  with  a  dlrtet  male  line 
of  descent,  more  especially  from  our  first 
American  ancestor— Baron  Resolved  Waldron 
— from  whom  all  the  American  bran.rhes  of 
the  family  are  descemled,  and  \\  liu  set 
sail  from  Holland  in  the  goo  I  ship  l»iin- 
derberp;  (Thunder  Mountain)  shortly  afi-i 
his  marriane,  in  1C45,  to  seek  his  fortune  in 
the  New  World.  SettKiig  in  New  York  (Xe.v 
Amst' rdam  pri.- 1"  to  lOCi)  the  following  year, 
ho  soon  liecanie  one  of  the  Ifadlng  memljcrs 
of  that  enterprising  and  progressive  commu- 
nity ;'nd  h(  Id  public  positions  of  trust  iindci 
Teter   Stuyvesant,    Governor.

The  numli.  i-  :/nd  n^inn-s  of  ilif  dcsc.n.lani  s 
of  those  in  direct  line  for  several  of  the  later 
generations  are,  however,  incidentally  enu- 
merated, with  other  information  immediately 
connected  theiewith.  The  latest  generation 
of  this  family  line  is  represented  by  La  Monte 
R.  Waldron  (son  of  .lames  .\.  Waldroni,  whose 
only  child  up  to  this  time  (ISItT) — a  daughter- 
died  in  infancy.  'I'he  line  is  further  repre- 
sented by  tieorge  Albert  Waldron,  a  youngi'r 
brother  of   La  .Monte   K.
